Water. 

A party composed of Judge L. ITord 
and Wife, Mrs. It. C Steele, Mrs. Li, C. 
Kendall, Mrs. Sue Satterwhite, of 
Eminence, Mrs. Jas. W. Holfner, Miss 
Laura Campbell, Dr Powell ttowlett, 
Master Harry Case, Mrs Coo. A. 
Lewis and the writer left here on Sat- 
urday afternoon, on board the Steamer 
Hornet, bound for Louisville, and at 
Elk horn we were join by Mrs. A M. 
Forsee and daughter, Miss Mary, of 
Peak's Mill. The weather was splen- 
did, a strong breeze, whether the 
boat was iu motion or Med up at a 
landing, kept every one cool and 
comfortable the entire trip, thescenery 
along the river was exceedingly beau- 
tiful, and we doubt if any one in the 
entire party ever uijoyed an excursion 
more. Capt. Robert Humphrey, the 
veteran river man, was in command 
of the boat and did everything in his 
power to make the trip pleasant and 
agreeable, in which ho was ably as- 
sisted by Capt. (/'ash, and Mr. John 
Claxton, the pilots, and Messrs. J. 
Oscar Burns and Sid. Douthlt, clerks, 
all of whom performed their tasks 
well. 

The lirst night out was spent at 
Burns' Landing, and several of the 
passengers took occasion to visit 
Monterey, a half mile otf, which place 
was enjoying its first church festival, 
and some of its streets were beautifully 
illuminated with Chinese lanterns.

We arrived at Louisville late in the 
night, after all had retired, but were 

awakened at the peep o'day by a 
noisy Owen county tobacco growei 
who having come down to sell hi 
"crap" of the weed, was getting his 
party together to go up into the city, 
and wanted to know "whar the h— 4'« 
Tol." "I'll bet er dollar, Majah, if I 
could get one pull at him I'd jerk hii 
(jut er thar.'' 

After breakfast "Grandma" and 
the balance of the ladies started out t< 
do the city, taking the Judge along 
with them, and on returning to the 
boat in the afternoon he was almost 
ready to make oath that they had 
walked him about 20 miles and had 
Stopped in at every dry goods store on 
the route. It was our intention to re- 
turn on the train, and we left the 
boat for that purpose, but when three 
o'clock came it found us again on 
board waiting for the Captain to shout 
"all gone," and tap the bell.

What a priceli-s blessing persona 
liberty is It is the shrine at which 
people, ground under the heel of 
tyranny in the older worlds, worship 
with a fervency that Americans can 
scarcely realize; it is a principle for 
which Nihilist-; williimlv die thedeath 
of dogs; and tit and proper it is that at 
the very entrance of the Hay of New 
York this emblematic statute should 
(lash a welcome to the world, 

The press is entitled to the credit of 
this achievement. Mr. Philip Been, 
who has been making a circuit of tlie 
country on behalf of the Pedestal fund, 
says that the fund will certainly be 
raised, as the World daes not know the 
word fail.
